George H, Gaffney, District 
Superv.sor of the Feucral Nar- 
collcs Bureau, sald the heroln 
was made in the Far East and 
shipped into the US through 
France “under the guidance of 
Luciano.” He said seamen 
were ‘dnstrumental” in smug- 
giing the heroin. 

Luciano was deported to Italy 
In 1946 after serving 10 ycore 
of a term for, compulsory pro- 
stitution.

Thelr defection, and: the fact 
that Venezuelan warships from 
La Gusyra were cn route to 
Caracas, apparently convinced 
Jimenez.. Tho Junta took over 
at 0330 GMT.

‘A few days’ 


Her father, Adrian Hertogh, 
was quickly put into a prison 
cump. Her mother, Adelina, 
whose own mother was half 
Indonesian, was expecting an- 
other baby. To save her 
children and the unborn baby, 
she took them to live In a nae 
tive compound,- 

It was there that Bertha’s 
mother met a Malayan woman - 
named Che Aminah. It was to 
Che Aminah that Adelina 
Hertogh gave custody of 
Bertha “for a {ew days” dur- 
ing and after the birth of her 
sixth child, a son, 

As soon as she was out of 
bed, after her confinement, 
Adelina Hertogh went to claim 
her daughter ‘back. She went 
by bicycle and on her way was 
captured by the Japancse 
put in a concentration camp at 
Darme, near Sourabayid By 
the time ‘she was allowed to 
leave. Bertha had disappeared.
